Baltimore, July 10. -The world** 
first submarine merchantman, the 
German underwater li ner DeufsctV- 
land, achored below Baltimore San- 
day night after voyaging safely: 
the Atlantic, passing the allied I 
ading squadrons and eluding i 
cruisers watching for her off the- 
American coast. She carries mail and 
a cargo of 750 tons of costly chemical* 
and dyestuffs and is to carry bade 
home a similar amount of nickel and 
crude rubber, sorely needed by the. 
German army. She arrived at quar- 
tine, 4 miles below Baltimore at 4 p. 
m. 

Sixteen days out from Bremerhar- 
en to Baltimore, the submarine reach- 
ed safety between the Virginia capes 
at 1:45 in the morning. 

The Deutschland is no converted 
warcraft but a brand new commerce 
carrier, owned in Bremen and sent 
here on a purely commercial mission. 
The undersea liner is about 315 feet 
long and 30 feet beam and is propell- 
ed by two great Deisel oil engines. 
She is as large, if not larger, than any - 
German naval submarine.

WORK FOR THE GEOLOGIST 

Question of the Origin of Ore Depoaita 
Haa So Far Not Been Defi- 
nitely Settled.

and deposited them in open spacea or 
fissures in the rocks through which 
the waters passed, the deposition ot 
' some ores being influenced by chem- 
ical reaction with the surrounding 
rock. On tho other hand, many ore 
deposits are undoubtedly formed In 
other ways, for some are unquestion- 
ably of sedimentary origin and the 
metal content of some others haa been 
carried down, redeposited. and con- 
centrated by rainwater that descended

Nursery Stock Regulations. 

New rules and regulations govern- 
ing the importation of nursery stock 
in the United States have been issued 
by the Federal Horticultural Board 
and took effect on and after July 1. 
In the revised regulations the most 
important change is the provision 
which makes permits for the impor- 
tation of nursery stock inspection, and 
for the importation of orchids and tree

The other 
changes in the regulations are chiefly 
minor and matters of form.
